Cineinnati, O., June 2. — Old ex|x*rienecd turfmen 
wer** not a little snrpriseil at lioth the size 
and quality of tin* crowd tliat tnrm*d out to see 
the running <d‘ Hie I.atonia Herliy tixlay. It was 
feared tliat Hie new system of betting might affect 
the attendance. Hii Hu- eontrar.v. wliile Hie patron- 
age may liave Ix-eu t-xeeeded on some former Herliv 
days, it wa.s quite up to average slamlard. That 
it was reniarkalde for its well grixmied and pros- 
lieroiis appearance, was no doiilit partly due to Hte 
anmmiieemeiit of the management Hint none Inti five 
dollar niiituel imiehines would lx* in operation. 

No less iioHeenlile tiian tin* Htlendaiiee was the 
first day’s o|x*i-atioii nf the pari-miitiiels. It had 

lx“en fn-el.v lianded around Hiat the Cineinnati jmti- 
lie. ^o long aeeiistomed to Hie Ixxiks, would not take 
kiiidl.v to tile maeliiio-s. On tin* eisitrar.v-, everv- 

bixly seemed fo know at a glaiiee Hie iikhIiis oper- 
aiidi of Ix-ttiiig throiigli Hieiii and on Hie first raee 
it was a tritie over $H:.ihki.

Hie Herliy did not bring out the elas.s 
of liorses of some former years, but Hie eandidates 
were so eveiil.v matelied tliat stx-eulaHon was keen 
on Hie race, the take iieiiig consideralil.v in ex- 
cess of that of aii.v raee since mueliines were put 
in use at Eouisville. Keep Moving was a strong 

favorite, imt IMiikoIa and Czar were also faneied. 
Tin* latter wa.s hxiked on as a gixxl thing by muu.v 
of the trainers and that he landed in second place 
instead id' first may liave been due to the fact 
that E. .Martin, wlio rode him, while a promising 
and lionest bo.v. is not strong enough to handle so 
big and long striding a eolt as Czar. This was 
appreciated by trainer Griffin, lint he determined to 
ride Martin, knowing the lad would do the best that 
he eoiild. 

The slow pace exactl.v suited Ptnkola, which 
wrested Hie lead from Honest early In the Journey, 
rated -some two lengtiis in front to the stretch and 
then, after liard hustling, withstood the challenge 
of Czar fo win hy a length with Ordono a fair 
Hiiiti. K(*e|i Moving’s performance was disappoint- 
ing. .*<lie was lieu ten off throughout. 

Nest in ixvint of interest to the Derby was the 
fiftli, a race for youngsters. In which Ethelda was 
a starter and an ovenvhelming favorite. She had 
recently hc(»n sold for a fancy figure, and her new 
owner, H. O. Riddle, inaile no secret of his 
belief that she would win and smash the four and 
a half furlongs mark to smithereens. He was cor- 
rect in bis Idea that the track record would be 
broken, but wrong in his estimate that she would 
win, for the Corrigan fill.v, Anne McGee, led her 
throughout and won cantering in new track record 
time. 

I'lie opening race re.snlted in an upset In the de- 
feat of (Joldproof, wlik-h failed to land In the mone.v, 
the jiiir.se going to W<xd Sandals by a short margin 
over A1 Muller. 

Stone Street, winner of this year’s Kentuck.v 
Dertiy, made liis first start since that event and suf- 
fered a decisive beating among a band of .selling 
platers. Apache winning in a common canter, while 
Stone Street faileil to flni.sh among the first three. 

\V. A. Leacli won the two-.voar-old race for coifs, 
and (lid so impressively, lx*ating among otliers Ten- 
nessee Boy and Transform. TTe latter pair ran 
poorl.v, and it is barely jxtssible tliat the change 
from the hard Lonisrille track to the soft one hen-, 
may aoeonnt for some of the pixtr showings made 
b.v several of today’s contestants. 

The closing ra«* went to Sliss Alert, reeentl.r 
acquired b.v Rome R-espess. She was made the luedi- 
um of a steady auction pool plunge by her owner and 
friends. 

I’ete Coyne, trainer for George J. Long, stated to- 
day that Sir Hiion wa.s going soumlly, and is about 
read.v for a hard trial. He will in all probabilit.v 
be a starter here in a few da.vs. 

Joseph L. Rhinoek, after a strenuous codgressional 
term, got here Saturday, and with his family viewed 
the Derby from the elubhonse. Other prominent 
visitors here were Ure.v Wixxison, Democratic na- 
tional committeeman from Kentucky; Mr. Settle, 
general passenger agent of the L. & N. R. R. ; 
W. Christie Herron. brother-in-Ia-w of Seeretar.r 
of War Taft; George B. Cox, Colonel Jack Chinn, ex- 
Mayor Grainger and Colonel W. B. Ualdeman.

COLIN, HIS • 'BREAKDOWN” AND VICTORY. 



N--W York. June 2.- -The niixuji over the sniijiosed 
ilisalilement of Colin must Ixi ascribed to H. De 
I'oiin-ey Korbes undue excitement and a clear case 
of till* raltles. Tlmt is the only way horsemen can 
explain till* eoiiflieting ri'ports sent ont by the 
managers of tlie Keene stable during tli last tliree 
days. 'I'lie fact that several veterinarians, trainer 
Itowe. wlio lias lx*en handling raw liorses for thirt.v 
.vears: H. De Conree.v Korbes, Mr. Keene’s turf con 
liilaiit. and oHiers close to tlie big stalile insisted 
that (’I'lin after a work-ont at Sheepsliead Bay last 
Thursday liad bowed the middle tendons in lx>th 
foivlegs and ixuihl never race again, convinced the 
raie-going juililie that the Coinm-aiido colt’s career 
was at an end. 

•'How eoiihi sncli a serious mistake be made?” 
asked liiimireds on tlie wa.v to Belmoint Park. 
"Woiililn’t you think Hiat Rowe and the vets witli 
all their ex|x‘rieiice woniil Ix* able to tell whether 
Hie eolt lad Ixiwed his tendons? AVoukln’t you put 
eonfideiiee in wliat Hiey said? Well, they must 
liave all been rattled.” 

That just alxmt hits the nail on the head. Colin Is 
such a valuable riieer and turfmen are sueli emo- 
tional and excitalile fellows that it is eas.v to 
realize liow a mountain was made ont of a mole- 
liill. Ki'om wliat several expert trainers said yes- 
terday. the whole trouble was eansed by the ad- 
justment of bandages on Colin's forelegs. It was 
said Hint these liandages were put on so tightly 
tliat they stopped the oirenlation ami caused swell- 
ings wlien tliey were removed. Wlieu Rowe saw 
tliesi* riinqis on the colt’s forelegs he jnniped to 
the eom-liision that tlie tendons had lieen Ixjwed, 
and so insisted when Hie vets were called in. 

It was said tliat sajierfieially the Indications 
ixiinted fo an injury o-f this kind, so that Forbes 
lost no time in .sending word to the newspapers that 
Colin Mas done for. But wlien the swellings dis- 
aiiiH*iired on Friday Rowe suddenly realized that he 
liad made an error, whieh. of oouTse, was a source 
of gratification for Mr. Keene and the public in 
genieral. But it may be said tihat if Colin had been 
the ju'operty of a profeesional horsemau and ring 
operator there would have been a cry of fraud and 
stuarp practice. 

Colin was examined at Slieepshead Bay at nine 
o’clock yesterday morning hy Dr. McCully In the 
jireseiK^ of Mr. Keene, Rowe and others. It was 
found that the colt was perfectly sound and that his 
tendons were as straight and strong as ever. 

If it had raiueil before Colin had been put 
on the race train from Rheepsliead Bay to Belmont 
I’ark, the colt tvoiild not have started in the Bel- 
mont Stakes*. It was fine and clear when he started. 

Jockey Not ter nearly threw the race away, as 
was stated in Saturday’s dispatches. The finish 
post of the BeUnont course is located some distance 
below tlie regular judges’ stand, and for that reason 
Notter came near making a fatal mistake. As he 
approax'hed the usnal mark Notter eased Colin up, 
but just as Fair Play, under a terrific drive, was 
about to push luls lK*ad lu front, Notter took In the 
.situation at a glance and hustled Colin to the real 
wire, where he triumphed by a margin that was 
an.vHiing but safe. 

Mr. Keeno stixxl on the steps of the clubhouse 
(luring Hie running of Hie race. When he saw 
Notter taking OoHn up he threw his umbrella awaj' 
and began to ‘‘ride” the horse himself. He was all 
excitement and actually cried out In alarm when 
he thoiiglit that Colin was atiout to be defeated. 

FMelies. wlio had -been at Mr. Keene’s elbow, 
rtuslied out upon the lawn, waving his arms fran- 
tically to Notter, trying to call bis attention to the 
fact that he was easing up trx) soon. Forbes had 
an miibcella under his arm, but lie evidently forgot 
It as he stood in the pelting rain, and was wet to 
Hie skin.

Cordill Measure Is One to Save Winter Racing 
from Its Enemies.

Simiiltaii(*onsIy with tlie iiitrixlucHon of 
Hiis liill Ixitli fi'iiMids and opjKim*nis of racing gatli- 
crixl at an important joint meeting of Hu* executive 
jiidieiary (-ominiltee to present arguments for and 
against Hu* lax-ke liiil. which recently was iiitro- 
iliu-(*d in tlu* lioiise, and wliieli would alxtlish the 
Netv Orleans races.

No license from any 
turf Ixxly M'ill lx? recognized in Lonisiana, except the 
one issued by a racing commission' created b.v tlie 
iicM- laM'. 'The tracks Avill lie taxed at five per 
(-ent of their gross gate receipts to maintain the 
eoinmission. Tlu* race tracks must at Hie same 

time take care of all the sick and injured jockeys, 
trainers and OM-ners. AVith these measures in force 
it can be judged tliat things M'ill be far different 
in Creseen-t City turf affairs in the future. 

It is said that the m-ajorlty of the U^islature 

favors the passage of a bill ("overing the jioints lueii- 
tioned. but that the race tracks will have to lobby 
the measure through. If they fall to make the 

proper effort the oiiposltion may succeed in getting 
a bill through that M'lil wipe them out entirely. 

Limiting the racing to sixty daj's In one parish 
may not cut the New Orleans game much. It 
will bring new local people into the game, hOM’ever, 
as at least one mile track will be erected In Jeffer- 
son Parish and sixty days will be used over there. 
Cutting into the grav.v of the Fair Grounds and 

City Park is something that the babies in control 
there Mon’t relish niiich, but the new track will 
siireltr be built if the racing commission bill is 
passed. — Cincinnati Enquirer.
